THE SULTAN. 
HIS SPEECH AT TUE OPENING OF THE OTTOMAN 
PARLIAMENT. 
Dispatch to London Times. 

Pants, March 27.—The France publishes this 
evening the text of the Sultan’s speech at the 
opening of his Parliament. Passing over the 
review of the events preceding his accession, 
which has already been sufficiently summarized, 
I subjoin the remainder of the speech: 

The difficulties and compere which our general 
situation presents cannot compared to any of 
the crises hitherto traversed by tae Empire. I was 
obliged, first of all, in order to guard the rights of 
the pire, to angment the effective force of our 
armies at various points, and to call under arms 
700, 000 combatants. Next I considered it a duty 
to try, by means of essential reforms, to put an end, 
with Ged's 3 to the disorder of tne situation, 
and thus to insere our future in a permanent 
fashion. It is evident that, thanks to the resources 
with which Providence has endowed our country 
and the aptitudes of our subjects, a good adminis- 
tration would enavie us in a short time to make 
considerable progress. It we have not reached the 
level of progress of the civilized world, the cause 
of this must be traced to the instabiiity of the in- 
stitations necessary to the State, and of the laws 
and regulations issuingtherefrom. This instability 
proceeded from overseers veins the work of an 
ubsolute Government, which disregarded the salu- 
tary principle of common deliberation. The prog- 
ress effected by civilized States, the security and 
wealth they enjoy, are the fruit of the eipa- 
tion of all in the enactment of laws and in the ad- 
ministration of public affairs. is is why we 
thought it necessary to seek in that course the 
means of arriving pe tan gon and of enacting 
and enforcing laws adop by thecommon con- 
sent of the population. For this purpose I have 

nted romulgated the Constitation.

N ADDREESS BY DR. HARTMAN. 

The German Young Men's Christian Association 
held a highly interesting meeting at Farwell Hall 
yesterday afternoon, principally for the purpose of 
listening to an address by the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Hartman, of the St. Paul’e Lutheran Church, one 
of the ablest and oldest German ministers in the 
city. The hall was well filled with a large and ap- 
preciative audience. Dr. Streich, the President of 
the Association, presided. The proceedings open - 
ed with prayer by the Rev. Dr. Hartman. Me was 
followed by the choir, which sang a portion of 
Schiller’s Song of the Bell” in an artistic and 
finwhed manner. Particular mention deserves the 
solo, which was exquisitely sung by Miss Fischer, 
of Sandusky. 

Dr. Hartman made a very eloquent address. 
He said that they should not expecta sermon. but 
simply an expression of opinion. He who wants 
to have success in this world must not overesti- 
mate his resources. He must have clear eyes and 
a good vision. The Germans had not the same 
longings for confederation as those belonging to 
other nationalities. Ask any American, from the 
mountains of Maine to the Gulf of Mexico what he 
would be and he will answeran American. The 
Frenchmen are split up in various factions as no 
other nation, and yet ask them whatthey woald 
be, and they will answer of one mind, Frenchmen. 
Not so with the Germans. Each has a different 
mind and different opinion. If possible, each man 
would have his own King and even his own pastor. 
Up to a few years a German was ashamed to be 
called a German. In every society, e, and 
even in the church, this peculiarity of rmans 
is conspicuous, and for this reason nearly 
every society goes to pieces. The German 
was a natural born secessionist. And 

et there was hope for better things. Look at 

rmany; it is no longer a confederation of thirty 
or forty litte insignificant principalities, but now 
it is a large and powerful country. This has not 
been accomplished peaceably, but with war and 
blood. Why, therefore, should not unity be se- 
cured in the Church? In the Church they could 
not use iron and bleed. ‘They had mo eword of 
steel, but they had the sword of the mind, of 
knowledge, which was stronger than the former. 
All hearts, whatever denomination they belong to, 
look te Golgotha. They all had a heart for Jesus 
and look to Him forsaivation. He did not mean 
to say that the Church alone eonld bring abont the 
desired union. The unity of the human soul with 
the Godlike was what was desired. As long as the 
various denominations were standing opposed to 
each other there could be no euch thing as a unity 
of the Church. They must understand tnat the unity 
of God is brought about by the baptiem of their 
children and mother rites. y should they, then, 
not be able to bring about a union in everythi 
else? They must give their hearts to God first, — 
He would make them 1 ig German- Ameri- 
can young men are better t the young men of 
the Old Country, and could accomplish much 
more. Their education was different. No ob- 
stacles should prevent them from going forward in 
the good work which they ha 
commenced, Dogmatiem not easily find a 
lodging-place in the hearts ef young men. They 
had every day twenty*four hours at their disposal. 
They need ten hours for work and seven hours for 
sleep. This leaves them seven hours to devote to 
God and to gain anys Any one wanting 
to become something in this world must learn 
something, must be able to do something. 
This they could not gain in loafing, drinking, 
dancing, etc. There are numberless good books, 
full of knowledge and information, and even if 
they had no other book than the Bible, they shouid 
read it, for it was full of knoweldge. ut they 
should refrain from readi novels and works of 
fiction, for no man could gain knowledge from such 
books. ey must read religious works, and the 
Bible was an ocean of knowledge, and they ought 
to make themselves at home im the holy book, and 
in a few years they would see how much they had 
improved. They had no longer anything to fear 
from dogmatism. He appealed to the German 
young men to join the German Young Men's 
Christian Association and bring about the unity 
among the rich and poor, among all classes who 
seck religion and salvation.

Herein lies the wide difference between the 
ease of the President and of Pacxarp,.’ The 
Returning Board had full authority of law 
to revise, canvass, correct, and purge the ro- 
turns for Presidential Electors, and it did so. 
These revised returns were made by a tri- 
bunal fully empowere d to make them, and 
those purged returns showed a majority 
for the Republican Electors. That 
was a result reached in strict con- 
formity with the law of the State. But 
the Returning Board of Louisiana went be- 
yond this; it assumed authority to pass 
judgment pon the returns of the election 
for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, and 
to alter and change those returns, when 
the Constitution of the State peremptorily 
required that the Secretary of State shall 
send the original returns of the vote for 
Governor to the General Assembly, to be 
counted by that body, and the person having 
the greatest number of votes shal! be declared 
by that body to be the Governor of the 
State. In the case of Louisiana, there were 
two bodies or factions, each calling itself the 
General Assembly. In each of these bodies 
was a number of members whose election 
was undisputed; some who held over from 
provious elections; others elected by the ro- 
turns; and others declared elected by the Re- 
turning Board. Each of these bodies pro- 
fessed to count the votes for Governor, 
and each declared a Governor to have 
been elected. Neither of these Legisla- 
tures had the original returns of the vote 
for Governor. One had the returns as re- 
vised by the Returning Board, and declared 
Packarp elected; the other had copies or 
duplicates of the original returns, and de- 
clared Nicuouis elected. Neither Legisla- 


neither had lawful authority to act; and as 
the original returns for Governor were never 
before either body, as the Constitution of 
the State commanded they should be, the 
vote for Governor has never been legally 
canvassed, nor the result legally declared. 

Under these circumstances, it is not diffi- 
cult to discover that there is a wide distmo- 
tion between the title to office by the claimant 
Pacxarp and President Hr; and there is 
abundant reason why the President, before 
recognizing either claimant, should inquire 
whether there had ever been a formal can- 
vass of the vote for Governor of Louisiana 
in the manner and by the ‘authority required 
by Constitution of the State, and if not,

There is a temptation to write of Mr. 


Jom F. Tracy as if his death had been an- 


nounced, and in the same spirit as an obitua- 
ry article would treat of a citizen who had 
oceupied so conspicuous a piace before the 
public. The disaster which has overtaken 
him is worse than death coming upon a man 
in the enjoyment of all his honors, richly 
ed; there is probably little left to Mr. 
Tracy's life but the mechanical process of 
breathing. With his position, fortune, phys. 
ical health, and mental vigor all gone, he is 
so complete a wreck that there is little left 
for death to take. We say it in the kindliest 
spirit. For a couple of years it has been an 
open secret that Mr. Tracy has been suffer- 
ing from a partial softening of the brain, 
which, along with other diseases, had ren- 
dered him unfit for business. He went 


‘to Europe in the hope that rest and 


change would restore him his health, 
but for some months past his friends 
have had him under a sort of sur- 
veillance, convinced as they were that he 
was scarcely capable of caring for himself, 
and apprehensive of some calamity overtak- 
ing him through his own indiscretions. He 
remained President of the Rock Island Road 
only nominally, and his ‘recent heavy losses 
in New York stock-gambling rendered his 


‘definite and public retirement necessary to 


the interests of the road. 

Joun F. Tracy was one of the railroad 
pioneers of the West. The Rock Island 
Road was constructed under his supervision, 
and he has been the chief manager of its in- 
terests up to the failure of his health. His 
large wealth was mainly acquired, however, 
in stock speculations, and he was known in 
Wall street and throughout the country as 
one of the boldest, shrewdest, and most 
successful operators, ranking with Vanpzr- 
nx, Dxxw, and Gobr in the magnificence 
of his schemes and the fearlessness with 
which he attacked any large bull or bear 
movement. He has in his time run 
many a successful corner in stocks, and has 
mercilessly ‘‘ squeezed” those who were op- 
posed to him.

EFFECT OF TOO HIGH publio in

cannot evade all responsibility for the system 
of robbery, since it has established so high a 
tariff on silk goods as to offer a premium for 
dishonesty among the importers and the 
officials, The duty on manufactured silks is 
60 per cent ad valorem, which does not in- 
clude the same tax on boxing, drayage, and 
commissions, making the total charges not 
far from 70 percent. on the first cost of the 
goods. The aggregate duties received have 
been from 30 to 40 per cent less than te 
law required, dr probably a loss of $12,000,- 
000 or $15,000,000 annually. , Would it not 
have been better to make these enormous silk 
duties one-half what they are, which might 
have been collected without much loss and 
would have yielded about as much revenue 
to the Government without the frightful de- 
moralization of the customs service and an 
epidemic of importers’ “fishonesty? The 
time has passed when silk goods can be re- 
garded as a mere luxury. The silk dress is 
now as much a part of the wardrobe of the 
farmer s and mechanic’s wife gnd daughter 
as the alpaca was a few years ago. It is 

absurd that, while tea and coffee (on which 

every penny of a reasohable duty could be 
collected) are put on the free list for the 

benefit of the poor man’s breakfast- 

table,” silk dresses which his wife or daugh- 
ter will have, and which cost him more than 
his tea or coffee for a year, are so laden with 


much again as it ought to be. This 
is the temptation to fraud, and the 
60 to 70 per cent leaves a large 
margin for it. The salaries paid the 
Custom-House underling officials are not 
large enough to render them superior to 
temptation, and generally too small to secure 
the services of experts who cannot be de- 
ceived. Ignorance and collusion open the 
way to the frauds for which the universal 


have prepared both importers and consum- 
ers. Applying the same line of argument to 
all classes of imported articlés which are in 
universal use and on which excessive duties are 
charged, it is not difficult to understand that 
the duties could be reduced one-half, yield 
the same amount of revenue, and save the 
public service from systematic corruption. 
The Secretary of the Treasury may run down 
and punish the chief offenders in the frauds 
lately exposed, but Congress may prevent to 
a large extent their recurrence by removing 
the temptation which always exists in exces- 
sive duties. 
THE ARMAMENTS IN THE LEVANT. 

Now that war is almost inevitable between 
Russia and Turkey, the question of arma- 
ments becomes one of extraordinary in- 
terest. Leaving out of consideration those 
European’ Powers which may be ultimately 
dragged into the war, what is the strength 
of those nations and provinces that are im- 
mediately interested and must take one side 
or the other? We have very recently given 
the strength of Russia from official sources. 
Her army numbers 1,500,000 men, of which 
one half is used for offensive and the other 
half for defensive purposes. The army of 
the South, which has so long been concen- 
trated at Kischenev, and is now, if reports 
may be trusted, across the Pruth on its 


men. The army of the Caucasus, which 
will attack on the flank and has only a few 
weak battalions to oppose it, is 150,000 
strong. The reserve corps on the Austrian 
side number about 150,000, and there are 
about 800,000 more troops stationed at various 
points that can be immediately brought into 
action. The highest estimate that has ever 
been made of the Turkish army is 700,000, 
but this is without doubt greatly exagger- 
ated. The most competent military author- 
ities state that the maximum of the Turkish 
forces is between 250,000 and 300,000 troops, 
and that they are scattered over wide areas. 
It is evident that in case of war her troops 
must be so concentrated to meet the power- 
ful Russian army of the South that no re- 
sistance can be offered to the Russian army 
of the Caucasus, or to the inevitable gravita- 
tion of Greece and the Sclavic provinces to 
the Russian side. 

There are other provinces which must 
take part in this great contest,—Egypt, 
Tunis, and Tripoli, which will be likely to 
give assistance to the Sultan ; and Roumania, 
Servia, Montenegro, and Greece, which will 
in all probability ally themselves with Rus- 
sia. It is only possible to make a rough es- 
timate of the strength of Egypt, but it has 
been calculated that the fighting strength of 
the regular army is about 60,000, with 144 
guns, the reserve 30,000, and an irregular 
force of possibly 60,000 more. The force 
that could be supplied by Tunis and Tri- 
| poli, consisting of regular and irregular 
troops, called Korouglis, descendants of the 
old Turkish Janissaries, is very small, not 
amounting to over 18,000 very poorly armed

It is hardly necessary to consider the naval 
forces of Turkey and Russia. The fleet of 
Turkey is the strongest, but this Is not to be 
a naval war. The contest will be fought 
south of the Balkan Mountains. Russia and 
her natural allies can place in the field first 
and last 1,700,000 men. Against this enor- 
mous force, placing the Turkish army at its 
highest estimate, tho Porte can bring about 
900,000 men. Accepting, however, the low- 
er estimate, which is .the most likely to be 
correct, it can muster a little short of 500,000 
men. There can be but one result to such 
an encounter, in the event that the other 
Powers do not interfere—the utter collapsg 
of the Turkish Empire.

CASUALTIES. 


A HORRIBLE SCENE. 
Atlanta ( Ga.) Constitution, 

At about 4 o’clock on yesterday morning a 
great vivid fame pouréd into the windows of 
the sleeping town of Conyers, and awakened the 
inhabitants. The jail was on fire. 

The affrighted people hurried to the scene 
of the fire, and found that the flames had gone 
beyond their power to check them. There was 
no flre- engine iu the town. 

The entrance to the jail was from the second 
story, andthe steps had burned away. The 
roof had nearly iatlen in, and the flames were 
licking downward over the solid, impenetra- 
ble first story, which made the dungeon. 
About this time the crowd began to inquire 
whether or not there were any prisoners con- 
fided in the dungeon. It transpired that there 
were two men lucked up by the fire in this fatal 

both negroes. 

t was apparent at once that nothing less 
than a miracle could save them from a horri- 
ble deatn. The steps to the entrance were 
burned away. The doorway and the whole 
top of the Louse was a mass of flames. Tae 
heat was so intense that no one could ap- 
prvach the building. Somehow or other an ax 
was thrown over into the dungeon, and the 
négroes began to try and cut their way out of 
the stifling den in which they were caged. Only 
a few moments were leit, as the fire was already 
beginning to burn through the soli oor, 
when it would send a shower of blazing logs 
aud embers down on the poor wretches. The 
dungeon, as is usual with country jails, was 
made of a layer of huge logs, heavily weather- 
buarded on each side. The negroes speedily cut 
through the first weather-buarding, and had 

seyeral pieces of the outer plank off. 
They could now be plainly seen by tae crowd, 
who encouraged them with shouts and advice. 
It remained for them to cut through two or 
three of the heavy logs that they might force 
themselves through. 

They recommenced their work, and flew at it 
with desperation. The inexorable flames drew 
nearer, and the poor wretches, irantic with panic 
and fear, shmeked and prayed, aud cursed as 
they tugged like madmeu at the stubborn and 
unyielding logs. It lovkel at one time as if 
they might escape, but tie flames suddenly 
barst downward through the upper floor and 
swept down the outside of the walls, literally 
enveloping the fated men in a net of flames. 
Tite horrid illumination rendered their parched 
bodies intensely conspicuous. They capered 
and sprang up aud down, and flung theniselves 
agaiust the walls. The blistering flames mad- 
dened them, and their efforts to cut through the 
walls lost all direction ur inte:ligence. 

They hacked and pulled incouercutly at the 
log bars, and seemed literaliy crazed. Most of 
the spectators, uvable to look upon the sicken- 
ing scene longer, turned off and ran beyond the 
reach of the piercing screams of the imprisoned 
men. 

But the end was very near. The dungeon 
was now filled with biazing fire, and the very 
logs that held them prisuners began to burn.

The other one, holding the 
ax, continued to struggle in an aimless way, 
but finally dropped the ax, and, clutching 
the burning bars, as his fellow-v.ctim had done, 
was almost instantly lost in a gust of flame. 
And then the hungry blaze covered the whole 
dungeon, and the tortured wretches were seen 
no more. 

Tne origin of the fire was certainly incendiary. 
It is equaily as certain that it came from the 
inside of the building. There was no one living 
in the jail, 

It was believed at first that the prisoners 
themselves had fired the building in the hope of 
effecting their escape. This they denicd while 
talking with the crowd through the burning 
bars. They said that an hour before they saw 
the fire they beard a match struck on the upper 
figor, and supposed it was the Jailer who nad 
called at the juil to tze that everything was all 
right. They kucw nothing more till they saw 
the flames. 

It was then believed that the outside friends 
of the prisoners had poured kerosene oil through 
the key-hole, and fired the door for the pur- 
pose of attempting a rescue of their friends. 
This is stil accepted as the most reasonable 
theory of the fire. 

Oi the negroes, one had been sentenced to the 
Penitentiary for five years, and thé other for 
twelve mouths. They had both been put in the 


ail on Saturday last, and only a day and a hall 


fore tue lost their lives. 


FIRE AT SEA. 

Savannaw, April 15.—Capt. Daniels, of the 
steamcr Leo, makes the following statement: 
“About J. m. of the 13th we slowed down, 
hauled up to the head of the wind, and hove to, 
tlie gale increasing very fast. About hali-past 
8 we opened the hatches to examine the cargo, 
and discovered fire below. We got hose and 
water on the fire, but it increased so rapidly that 
we had to close the hatches, after two men had 
been badly burned. Finding it impossible to 
put the fire out and save the ship, we got 
two lifeboats and a raft over, the fire 
gaining so we could get no more 
boats over, and those who were forward 
were cut off from those who were aft when the 
first boat was launched. I went aft to the cab- 
in to get the possengers into it. When I open- 
eu the cabin door I was beaten back by flames, 
and could not go in. I met the first engineer and 
Mr. Pappendick. I told the first engineer, Mc- 
Donaid, ‘to get into that boat and save al! you 
can.’ He went over the side into the boat, 
Mr. Pappendick after him. I then left and went 
furward to get the raft off. It was impossible 
to reach the lady sngers, the flames having 
taken possession of the cabiu. There was no 
intimation of fire until the hatches were open- 
ed, and I cannot account for its origin. There 
were about eight in the boat that got away clear of 
the ship. Mr. Fappendick was in this boat. I 
saw nothing of them afterwards. I looked 
around, and saw no one forward. I then went 
gn the raft myself. The stewardess and two 
men were aft, hanging on a rail. The stewardess 
calied out to me to save her. I told her to

victim was able to sit up yesterday, though | 


very weak and nearly blind. His face presented
